Previously • member of the hou*e had 
crjllcbed the air force for rcleaalng to the 
preu a lUt of somt TO targeti la Ruula that 
could be reached by non-«top bombers carry- 
Ini atomic ezploslyes. But thb waa only one 
of several Instances of quesUona'ble policy 
and policy supervision. 

"Unification" as administered, has Intensi- 
fied rather than diminished Inter-servlce riv- 
alry. The crcaUon of a separate air force 
has simply resulted in making that rivaJry 
a three-way rather than a two-way contest. 

The new air force department, Justifiably 
proud of lU war record, set out to convince 
the country that It could win another war 
almost single-handed. The navy, fighting 
for Its life ind prestige, started counter- 
punching. 

Both these departmenta— and the aimy too.

get requesu with congreu. The navy and 
air force uud the potential tragedy of the 
airplane crew that craahed lo Greenland aa 
a eon of cont«it. with both racing to the rai- 
cue In a nony of Mparate news releaaas 
The navy minimised tha "damage" caused 
by a mock ktomlo bomb In aea maninvers 
THe air forea rapllad with a non-etop bomber 
night around the world. And ao on. 
- AU thli cannot be dUmlaaed as die-hard 
pettlnear It U an effort to nullify the law 
which created what was meant to be. and 
what can be, a more efficient Instrument of 
national defenae. it also takes the lUll- 
dliunmed amed forces into diplomatic ter- 
ritory where they do not belong. 

When the air force ruei a bomber non- 
atop around the world It U not slmpij show- 
ing off the efficiency of our aircraft and the 
akMl of their crews/ When It releases a list 
of possible atom-bomb targeU in Russia it 
la not limply belltUlni the navy, it is trying 
U> frighten Russia. And In doing ao it la 
making foreign poUcy of lu own. 

•Hie worid night and the bomb targets wen 
meant, we trust, to be examples of defensive 
action. But RusiU can exploit them as our 
vital admission of the Soviet charge of "war- 
mongering.- Buch actions do nothing to 
Base internauonal tension. 

There la a real and evident need to unify 
and coordinate armed forces publicity Wc 
hope that Wmum Ftye. who heads ihf nrw 
pubUctty bureau, brings to the job a broad 
and neutral ouUook. And «• hope he win 
navt approprute authority and the support 
of a defense secreUry who win crack down 
hard. If ne«d be, on tht public ainne of 
intramural Jealoustei.
